Sugar. 


It is said that there are raised in the 
world 2,800,000 tons of sugar. Of this the 
South raised only 100,000 tons, while the 
United States consumes 500.000 tons or five 
times as much as it makes. It also in- 
creases its consumption yearly, 60.000 tons. 

Cuba produces about one-third of the 
sugar made, or 900,000tons. Her supply is 
now cut off, and her production stopped. 

Unless the United States raises to a heav- 
ier extent, sugar must go up, and also sy- 
rup. 

Hence the necessity for turning atten- 
tion to this matter. 

Sorghum can be raised every where in the 
South. Itscomparative strength, as shown 


- by actual analysis, in contrast with West 


‘India and Louisiana sugar, is 89 per cent. 
to 90 per cent. 

This is certainly encouraging, and should 

stimulate our people to sorghum cultiva- 


tion.

000 bushels of corn and wheat, or about 30 
bushels to the head. 

Of this amount four Western States, 

Towa, Tilinos, Ohio and Michigan, raised 
382,000,000 bushels, or over one-third. 

The Eastern Statos depend on the West- 
ern States for their supply. Towa makes 
$72 worth of bread to each inhabitant, 
Massachusetts $2.50. 

Only 18,000,000 bushels was exported, or 
two per cent. of the whole.

The general allegation thatthe award was 
contrary to the evidence before the arbi- 
trators, or without evidence, or that other 
proper credits were not allowed by them, 
etec., is not sufficient to set aside the award, 
unless it is alleged, and proved, that the 
award was the result, either of accident, 
tr mistake, or the fraud of some one, or all 
of the arbitrators or parties, or is other- 
wise illegal, as where the arbitrators should 
refer the matters submitted to them to 
chance, or lot. The award of the arbitra- 
tors is final and conclusive between the 
parties, unless it is attacked and set aside 
upon some one of the grounds specified in 
the Code, and the affidavit must state some 
one of these legal grounds, with sufficient 
precision, so that an issue can- be formed 
and tried thereon,

Moses P. Green, Executor, plaintiff in 
error, vs. John Anderson, defendant in 
error. Equity, from Burke. 

BROWN, C. J. 

1, When a testator who died in 1853, by 
will directed, that his executor cause to be 
removed to a free State, and there emanci- 
pated his negro boy John, and that the ex- 
ecutor pay the expense of his removal, and 
for bis reasonable support and schooling, 
until he is put to a trade, and that when. if 
he do, he reaches ‘the age of twenty-one 
years, they invest and secure for his bene- 
fit, as they may deem best, the sum of three 
thousand dollars, to be raised out of the es- 
tate. Held: That such devise constituted 
a legal trust, which neither contravened 
the policy of. the State at that time,nor at 
the present time. 

3. It was the duty of the executor to ex- 
cute this trust, and his failure to do so, till 
after John was twenty-one years of age, 
and his detention in Georgia as aslave by 
the executor, did not destroy the trust, or 

revent its execution at a later period.— 

quity considers that done which ought to 
have been done, and directs its relief ac- 
cordingly. 

3. Slavery having been abolished in 
Georgia, and freedom having come to 
John, when he was not permitted to go to 
it, as directed by the will, and promised by 
the executor, when he assumed the trust, 
he being sui juris, with the right to liti- 
gate in the Courts of this State, may, in his 
own name. (as he is over twenty-one years 
of age.) proceed in a Court of Equity, to 
compeLthe execution of this trust, in ac- 
cordance with the will, or as nearly so as 
the changed condition of the country will 
permit, and to recover not only the legacy 
as provided by the will, but such reasona- 
ble compensation, for the support and edu- 
cation, which the will gave him, as the 
Court may find to be due and unpaid. 

4. While afreedman may, in the Courts 
of this State, enforce any legal equity 
which.was created.in his favor while a 
slave, that did not then contravene the 
policy of the law, he cannot maintain an 
action for injuries which he may have re- 
ceived, or for wages on account of labor 
done by him while be was a lave.

Where an action of trespass is bra@ught, 
and pending the action, the parties plain- 
tiff and defendant settle the case, and the 
plaintiff receives from defendant the 
amount agreed upon in the settlement and 
satisfaction for the injury, and the defend- 
aht at the timé of such settlement, has no 
notice of any claim of plaintiffs counsel 
for fees for prosecuting said suit, other 
than the pendency of such suit, the de- 
fendant is not liable to pay the fees of 
plaintiff's counsel, and the suit cannot be 
prosecuted in the name of the plaintiff for 


their fees.
